Proposed  Resolution  ftl  concerning  mandatory  drug  testing  for  food  programs: 

WHEREAS.  80  percent  of  the  Farm  Bill  spending  is  allocated  to  the  Supplemental  Nutrition  Assistance 
Program  SNAP  or  food  stamps)  or  over  S768  billion  over  the  next  ten  years  and 

WHEREAS  from  2007  to  201 1 food  stamp  spending  more  than  doubled,  going  from  $30  billion  to  $72 
billion,  according  to  the  Congressional  Budget  office,  far  outpacing  the  rise  in  the  unemployment  rate  over  that 
time,  and 

W HEREAS  many  agree  the  Farm  Bill  should  be  renamed  the  Food  Security  Bill  and  the  size  of  food 
assistance  programs  make  an  honest  discussion  about  production  agriculture  policy  very  difficult  due  to  the 

distortion  of  food  spending. 

THEREFORE  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  & Horse  Growers  Association  supports  mandatory  randomized 
drug  testing  for  all  recipients  of  food  or  other  public  assistance  to  decrease  the  amount  of  money  spend  on  food 
assistance  nutrition  programs. 


Pat  Ptolemy  moved  and  Steve  Ptolemy  seconded  to  pass  the  above  resolution.  Following  discussion,  the 
motion  passed  in  a split  voice  vote.
